The chief executive was asked 


•whether, if he did go to Chicago, 
he would fly. Throwing back his 
head and laughing, Mr. Roosevelt 
said he thought he had a right to 
be insulted, as the question, follow- 
ing his statement that he would not 
go to the convention city, was a slur 
on his veracity. 


Mr. Roosevelt's hearers interpret- 


ed his flat statement that he would 
not go to Chicago to mean that not 
only would he not be there during 
the convention but also 
that he 


would not go there, in event of a 
draft nomination, to make an ac- 
ceptance speech. 


The president appeared to be in 


high good humor as he met the press 
for the last time before his party 
opens its quadrennial meeting Mon- 
day. 


Plans Cruises 


Replying to questions the chief 


executive said his plans for the 
summer called for him to spend al- 
ternate weekends on cruises down 
the Potomac river and at his home 
at Hyde Park, N. Y. 


The president asserted that the 


administration would go ahead with 
its present policy of maintaining 
standards under the wage-hour act 
for work ,x>n the defense program. 
. The chief executive read to re 
porters a letter which he said Col- 
onel Philip B. Fleming, wage-hour 
administrator, 
had written him 


.•which covered ^the question of the 
necessity of raising the ceiling for 
hours, above which" time and "a half 
must be paid. 


Fleming informed the president 


that any complaints from key de- 
fense industries that the payment 
of time and a half for overtime 
was making their operation difficult 
would be brought promptly to Mr 
Roosevelt's attention. The admin- 
istrator added that only three such 
complaints, all from small establish- 
ments, had been received. 


Urged to Run 


After the press conference the 


president received an appeal that 
he run again when Oscar Chap- 
tnan, assistant secretary of the in- 
ferior, escorted John Carroll, dis- 
trict attorney at Denver, in to the 
executive office. 


"I wanted the president to meet 


the next governor of Colorado," 
Chapman told reporters, "and we 
urged him to run again." (The pre- 
sent governor of Colorado is Ralph 
L. Carr, a Republican.) 


Carroll remarked that there were 


some Democrats left in Colorado, 
although the state was playing host 
to 
the 
Republican 
presidential 


nominee, Wendell L. Willkie. 


"We will build him up during 


his vacation," Carroll predicted, 
"and let him down at the election. 
You remember Alf M. Landon was 
out there in 1936. and the sunflow- 
ers bloomed—and then went to seed 
in the fall."

Mexico City —{#>— Mexico's po- 


litical situation remained uncer- 
tain today as the country faced the 
prospect of two rival groups claim- 
ing seats in congress and two pow- 
erful political leaders claiming the 
presidency when Lazaro Cardenas' 
term expires Dec. 1. 


The party of General Juan An- 


dreau Almazan. independent an'i- 
administration candidate, issued a 
statement saying the "only legiti- 
mate congress" would be "installed 
Sept. 1" and that before this con- 
gress "the president-elect of the 
united states of Mexico, General Ju- 
an Andreu Almazan, will take the 
oath of office Dec. 1." 


Claim 5 to 1 Margin 


This countered an earlier claim 


by the Cardenas-created party of 
the Mexican revolution that its can- 
didate. General Manuel Avila Ca 
macho, had won a 5 to 1 majority 
throughout the country. 


The issue apparently boiled down 


to settlement of this question: 


Are the votes cast Sunday in sep- 


arate voting places esttablished by 
Almazan's followers, and the tabu- 
lations made yesterday in separate- 
ly-established Almazan tabulation 
centers, to be recognized? 


The government previously had 


termed such establishments illegal. 
But Almazan's partisans, claiming 
big majorities for their man, assert- 
ed "imported gunmen" had pre- 
vented their attending the official 
tabulation centers, while on Sun- 
day they were prevented from vot- 
ing at many places. They claimed 
their only recourse therefore had 
been to set up their own voting and 
vote-counting centers.

"intended to combine henceforth 
the chairmanship of the council of 
ministers (cabinet) with the office 
of the bead^of the French state in 
order to assume personal responsi- 
bility for the management of public 
affairs. 


Today Petain theoretically held 


more power than any Frenchman 
since Napoleon III, but his right to 
govern as he pleases—at least until 
a new national assembly is formed 
—actually is limited by Frances 
position as a conquered nation. 


Another "constitutional act" he 


signed gives him legislative power 
"during this period of serious inter- 
national tension and internal cri- 
ses."

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Britain Backs 
Haile Selassie 


Admits Ethiopia to 
Status of Ally in 
Present Conflict 


London —(T>— Great Britain has 


decided to recognize the govern- 
ment of Emperor Haile Selassie "as 
the lawful government of Ethiopia," 
R. A. Butler* undersecretary for 
foreign affairs, informed the house 
of commons today. 


This would be a direct reversal 


of Britain's action on Nov. 16. 1938, 
in formally recognizing Italian sov- 
ereignty over conquered Ethiopia. 


The deposed emperor has lived in 


England as a private citizen ever 
since. 


Butler informed commons that 


contact had now been made be- 
tween the British government and 
Haile Selassie, whom he referred to 
ss the "emperor of Ethiopia." and 
that the Selassie government "will 
be recognized as the lawful govern- 
ment of Ethiopia and admitted to 
the full status of alb' m the present 
war, with assurances that Ethiopia's 
independence will be assured when 
the war is won." 


C. W. Martin, Ethiopian minister 


in London at the time of the Italian 
conquest, said at least 300.000 to 
400,000 Ethiopians were ready to 
fight Italy if they had sufficient 
arms. 


He said some had been fighting 


with guns taken from the Italians 
but needed many more, particularly 
artillery. 


Furthermore, Butler said. British 


and "Ethiopian" forces arc to co- 
ordinate "all activities likely to 
damage the enemy's effort in north 
and caKt Africa and in Abyssinia 
(Ethiopia)."

Aged Marshal 
Devoted Life to 
Serve Country

Henri Philippe' Petain, last of the 


marshals of France and his coun- 
try's newest premier in1 this her 
hour of deepest travail, was 84 years 
old on April 24. 


Most of his life has been spent 


in the service of France, both as 
warrior and as diplomat 


In the troubled last two decades, 


he often had warned of war and en- 
couraged French friendship for the 
United States, a country which he 
visited in 1931, 


He gained his greatest fame as tha 


hero of Verdun, staving off terrific 
German onslaughts against 
that 


sector in 1916. (The nazi armies 
claimed Verdun's capture last week 
in the present war). 


In 1917, Petain was named chief 


of the general staff of the French 
arm}*, 
becoming 
commander-in- 


chief two weeks later when Foch 
succeeded him as chief of staff. 


With General Pershing of 
the 


American Expeditionary forces, he 
witnessed the new and again suc- 
cessful allied defense of Verdun in 
1917. 


Cautioned Troops 


In a victorious order of the day 


on Nov. 13, 1918, two days after the 
armistice, 
he 
cautioned 
French 


troops to commit no excesses in 
German territory- 


Trie marshal, even then an el- 


derly man. cooperated in organiz- 
ing the cemeteries for American war 
dead in France, and was active in 
the post-war years in similar work 
for the other allies.

guard immediately," he replied af- 
firmatively. 


His questioner. Senator Hill (D- 


Ala.K suggested that it would be a 
matter of "justice to men in the 
guard1' to call them up for training. 


National Guard Increase 


"I,think it would be most unfair 


for them to be confronted with the 
possibility of being thrown hurried- 
ly into service without an oppor- 
tunity to prepare themselves," Mar- 
shall commented. 


Explaining the guard would mus- 


ter 230.000 men. on first mobiliza- 
tion, Marshall said the pending 
legislation would bring its strength 
to a total "just short, of 400,000.* 
i 


In any case, he said, guard mobil- j 


ization should be carried out at; 
feast four weeks before the proposed 
conscription program went into ef- 
fect 


Assurances that officers and men 


of the national guard were "ready 
and willmg" to respond to a sum-

Draft Plan 
In Congress 


Washington —cay- A formidable 


army striking force of some 6,000 
tanks—several hundred of them 
luge land battleships—was dis- 
losed today as one major objective 
n President Roosevelt's new $V« 
848,171.957 preparedness program. 


Persons familiar with plans be- 


hind the dollar marks said the in- 
ention was to double the total of 
,100 tanks which now are either in 
service, on order, or covered by ap- 
propriation. 


Only Germany, they said, possess- 


es a tank force of such potential 
striking power, according to avail- 
able information. 
The projected 


American equipment, they explain- 
ed, would include squadrons rival- 
ng the 70-ton tanks which spear- 
icaded victorious nazi thrusts in 
Europe. 


Signs multiplied, meanwhile, that 


he war department was thinking 
in terms of an army of 1,200,000 
troops—the bulk of it to be raised 
within the next few months by 
compulsory military training. 


Drive In Progress 


The recruiting'drive now in pro- 


gress aims at building up the reg- 
ular army to 280,000 men by Aug. 30. 
A 1500,000 force would include na- 
tional guard units, now mustering 
more than 200,000: 


General George C. Marshall, chief 


of staff, urging compulsory service, 
declared yesterday: 


"We must have an increase in our 


armed forces and we can not expect 
to get it on a voluntary basis." 


From other sources it was learned 


the general staif is convinced that 
1,200,000 men should be put under 
arms as soon as possible and trained 
far any emergency. 


In this connection, if was said, 


congress eventually will be told that 
the $4,000,000,000 already appropriat- 
ed or asked for the army is $2,000,- 
000,000 short of thd amount needed 
to put 1,200,000 -fully equipped men,

Assistant Secretary of War John- 


son announced that munitions con-

aircraft orders during the same pe- 
riod. The eventual purchase of 25,-

Roosevelt Message Designed 
To Quash 'Warmonger' Cries 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER - 


Washington—In his new defense message asking for $5,000.000,000 or 


more, President Roosevelt 'seized the opportunity to restate his attitude 
toward war. He did this in a way that evidently was intended to cut the 
ground from under those who call him an "interventionist" and a "war- 
monger." 


Clapper 


Briefly, the Roosevelt policy as stated in this latest 


message is this: 


"We will not send our men to take part in Euro- 


pean war." 


"We will repel aggression against the United States 


or the western hemisphere." 


PS—Not a word was said about "aid" to the allies" 


or "steps short of war" or assistance to nations re- 
sisting aggression. 


That omission is perhaps the most significant fact 


about the message. Only part of the message was 
concerned with details of the defense program. Much 
of the wordage was given over to setting th,e Roose- 
velt record straight. Mr. Roosevelt paraphrased sev- 
eral of his earlier messages to remind congress that 
he has repeatedly warned of threatening danger and 


repeatedly asked for more defense. 


Because he reviewed these earlier messages at such length, the omission 


regarding actions to discourage aggressors abroad becomes noticeable. 
For instance Mr. Roosevelt recalled what he had told congress in his mes- 
sage of Jan. 4, 1939, about the new threats of military aggression. But he 
omitted to recall the point he had 
made in that message that "there 
are many methods short of war but 
stronger and more effective than 
mere words" that might be used 
against aggressors. 


It was out of that famous passage, 


completely ignored in the new mes- 
sage, that the case was built for 
changing the neutrality act to per- 
mit shipment of arms to the allies. 
Out of that passage grew the whole 
structure of debate over aid to the 
allies. Mr. Roosevelt reminded con- 
gress how he had correctly foreseen 
he present dangers, but by reading 
.his message and forgetting what 
has gone before, one would never 
suspect that he had tried to do any- 
,hing' about it except to arm the 
United States to the teeth. 
Change in Situation 
May Explain New EmphasU 


Two circumstances may explain 


this change of emphasis. 


One is that the aggressors hava 


won the war, except for England, 
and that it is too late tt» do much 
more for her. 


The other circumstance is that 


he presidential campaign may be 
laving its effect. Republicans are 
trying to hang an interventionist, 
warmongering tag on the adminis- 
tration. 
Senate debate over the 


confirmations of Henry Stimson as 


secretary of war and Frank Knox as 
secretary of the navy brought forth 
these changes anew, particularly 
from Democratic isolationists. Sev- 
eral anti-administration Democrats 
are campaigning through newspa- 
per advertisements 
to 
force 
a 


strongly non-intenventionist state- 
ment into the platform in terms that 
would constitute a disavowal of re- 
cen Roosevelt policy. The resig- 
nation of Harry Woodring as secre- 
tary of war has added fuel, as crit- 
ics of the administration are repre- 
senting that it was dictated by 
British influence. 


None of this is to suggest that Mr. 


Roosevelt's defense request was in- 
spired by these considerations. But 
it appears as if he took the occa- 
sion to fry some other fish by phras- 
ing a document that can be used as 
a scource text jn answering isola- 
ceived last year. 


This message puts Mr. Roosevelt 


well inside 
the boundaries laid 


down by the Republicans in their 
platform. 
Republicans 
declared 


their opposition "to involving this 
nation in foreign war." Mr. Roose- 
velt makes it more specific when 
he says "we will not send our men 
to take part in European wars." A 
similar pledge is supposed to have 
been considered and rejected by the 
Republican platform makers.

amusement betting as gambling. Public 
opinion has been tested at the polls by 
direct referendum in a number of states 
and has declared itself in favor of the 
permission and regulation of amusement 
betting.

American Military Training 


In General Pershing's statement in 


support of general military training he 
wrote the following of its effect: 


"In its effect upon the individual 


there is no doubt but that universal 
military training would be productive 
of great benefit to the youth of the 
nation, both as citizens and as protec- 
tive soldiers. 
Such training would 


develop respect for constituted au- 
thority; it would impress the indi- 
vidual with his obligation to and pride 
in his country, in contrast to the pres- 
ent tendency to emphasize the respon- 
sibility of the nation to the individual. 
It would improve the physical de- 
velopment of our young men. as well 
as promote their general health." 
The remnants of the four million who 


served in World war No. 1, the veterans 
of the Spanish American war, the sev- 
eral hundred thousand of our citizens who 
have served in the regular army and then 
gone into other ventures, know how true 
the Pershing statement is. Moreover, we 
think, the people generally, men and 
women alike, realize that hardly anything 
better could happen for a young man than 
a year or two of military training. 


There is no clesner life on the face of 


the earth. There is no wiser instruction 
given anywhere. There is no greater ef- 
fort in America io teach men to be prac- 
tical, self-supporting, self-dependent, just 
and fair with their fellows: 
* 


Courtesy, honesty, justice, courage— 


these are the aims and the attributes of 
American military service.

Long experience has taught the mili- 


tary command just what should be de- 
manded of men, even to the number of 
minutes' rest they should receive for the 
number of minutes on march, the best 
shape for their shoes, the maximum weight 
for their backs, ttie most useful clothing 
for all climes and the medical precau- 
tions that should be taken periodically 
to secure their health and development 


The American army was never a men- 


ace to anything American. An army con- 
ducted after the system that has pre- 
vailed in this country for 150 years would 
only serve to make democracy bloom to 
its fullest. 


The training camps for officers now 


filled with young business and profes- 
sional men find the Rockefellers peeling 
potatoes and their personal friends swing- 
ing picks into the clay. Out of the ex- 
perience of marching shoulder to shoulder, 
making camp, sleeping on Mother Earth, 
a comradeship develops that is one of 
the most valuable ingredients to preserve 
democracy against bickering and back- 
biting, against selfishness and class strug- 
gle. Of General Sherman it was said 20 
years after the Civil war was concluded 
that he kept himself poor because he nev- 
er could refuse to assist any men who 
wore the uniform in his army and whom 
he thought was in need. 


And yet with this undeniable situa- 


tion, with a powerful public opinion al- 
ways in favor of military training, we 
get exactly nothing from our rulers until 
they get a nightmare that danger lies upon 
the tides just off the three-mile limit.

Mr. Roosevelt says he appointed two

To them, Mr. Rob- 
ert, who is second in command to Parley on the 
Democratic National committee, passed the 
word alpng that Roosevelt would run for a 
third term. 


He also passed on the message that Farley 


was definitely out, and that the chief difference 
between him and the president had not been 
the third term, but the question of who should 
be the vice presidential candidate. 


The New Dealers, Robert reported, were 


strong l«r Justice William O. Douglas, but Far- 
ley was just as emphatically opposed to him. 
Jim did not believe that the ticket could win 
with an out-and-out New Dealer running as 
second man to Roosevelt. 


Farley wanted Hull for vice president, and 


Roosevelt heartily concurred in the choice. How- 
ever, Secretary Hull previously had said he was 
not available as a vice presidential candidate, 
though-Jim was convinced that all Roosevelt 
had to do was to urge Hull and he would con- 
sent. 


Chip Robert also passed on the 'word that 


Jim Farley had told Roosevelt he was resign- 
ing come what may, in order to accept some 
business opportunities he could not afford to 
miss. Farley has gone into debt, and is count- 
ing on another job, in addition to bossing the 
New York Yankees, to recoup his finances. 


Roosevelt urged him to stay, but Fariey was 


adamant. The conversation lasted for two solid 
hours, and never were the two men in iraore 
friendly mood. They were extremely frank, but 
parted on the best of terms, probably feeling 
more kindly toward each other than at any 
time in two years. 


Chip Robert departed that same afternoon to 


complete arrangements at Chicago. 


It becomes increasingly evident that the main 


fight at Chicago is going to be over the vice 
presidential nominee on the Roosevelt ticket. 


Despite Secretary Hull's reluctance to serve, 


many think that in the end, lie may be the man. 
Justice Douglas they consider admirably quali- 
fied, but not acceptable politically to the con- 
servative wing of the party. 


However, a compromise vice presidential 


candidate between Hull and Douglas has been 
looming in the background. He is Lloyd Stark, 
hard-hitting governor of Missouri Stark has 
been rolling up more and more support in the 
far west recently, where several governors are 
reported backing him. 


Stark's strength is chiefly in agricultural areas, 


he being a nurseryman. Also his long career in 
the army during the World war and in the navy 
after his graduation from Annapolic fits into 
the national defense picture.

souri, and usually it is hard to nominate a man 
who does not have the home politicians behind 
him.

For the Democratic platform makers, like the

bled, things began to happen. "Old 
Abe" the railsplitter had nothing 
but Illinois on his side to start with 
. . . . but before things could real- 
ly, warm up, Pennsylvania, whose 
candidate was favorite-son Simon 
Cameron, and Indiana had been 
brought into line. 


The night before the balloting, the 


Lincoln crowd gave their first hint 
of a blitzkrieg. One of their hench- 
men took the floor and made a 
speech that lasted until after mid- 
night, eliminating the possibility of 
the Seward speeches that were 
scheduled. 


That same night, Ward Hill La- 


mon went to the printers of conven- 
tion hall tickets and all night long a 
corps of yong men wrote the names 
of Lincoln backs on the tickets. 


The next day, rooters stomped the 


streets and shouted for "Old Abe* 
and "The Rail Splitter." The Lin- 
colmtcs look over the Wigwam, the 
huge old rough lumber barn where 
the convention was to be held, and 
when the Seward shouters arrived 
there were no seats.

As the voting started, Lincoln 


had barely a hundred votes but ev- 
ery one that was cast for 
him 


brought such a din from the gal- 
leries that "a thousand steam whis- 
tles, ten acres of hotel gongs, a 
tribe of Comanches might have min- 
gled in the scene unnoticed." 


On the third ballot, Lincoln had 


gone from nothing to a near ma- 
jority. What he needed, the Ohio 
delegation provided, and the nom- 
ination was won. 


So short a time had he been in 


the race, so little was he known 
as a possibility, that when Seward'a 
son. working for a newspaper in 
Albany, shouted up a tube to the 
printing room foreman that Lin- 
coln had won the nomination, the 
foreman shouted back: "Say, what 
damn name was that you said was 
nominated for President?" 


When it was all over Lincoln 


(and Willkie) pointed out that a 
dark horse has the advantage of 
haying made no commitments and 
not owing anybody anything. Of 
course, that wasn't exactly true for 
Lincoln, and it probably won't be 
for Wendell L. Willkie either. . .

dime. In some cases it may be as 
much as $300 to $500. Birthmark 
is a spot or blemish in the skin, 
present at birth or becoming ap- 
parent in the early weeks of life, 
due to 
-excessive 
pigmentation 


(fawn-color, yellowish, brown ot 
black) or to dilated and overgrown 
blood vessels. Nevus is what we 
docs call it when we're anxious to 
persuade you to undergo treatment 
If you fail to react favorably to 
that, we back off a bit, get set, and 
tackle you again, this time pro- 
nouncing it nevus vascularis. If 
you don't give up to nevus vascu- 
laris, then we can generally flatten 
you and proceed with the treatment 
when firmly 
but gently inform 


you that you have a hemangioma. 
Now just'relax— 


Hemangioma is Greek /or tumor 


or swelling composed of multiplied 
and dilated blood vessels. Some 
misguided persons with hemangi- 
oma rriake the mistake of submit- 
ting to the efforts of unqualified 
operators to remove or obliterate 
the blemish. In any case such a 
mark may be safely treated only 
by a doctor of medicine and sur- 
gery. 


Hemangioma is usually reddish 


or purplish from pinhead to many

character of our trade with South 
America takes on more than a pass- 
ing significance. 


'Two facts stand out in our air re- 


armament drive in relation to South 
American trade: That continent is 
virtually a virgin area for the de- 
velopment of air transportation, and 
the airplane—and particularly the 
military airplane—has become a 
symbol of might to Latin American 
peoples. 


The competition between United 


States and European companies for 
aircraft sales in South America was 
dramatized at Lima, Peru, sev- 
eral years ago when Italian military 
planes and aircraft of our navy 
frankly vied for top honors in per- 
formance before the Peruvian pub- 
lic during an air conference. 


Axis Has Advantage 


In spite of the European war the 


two leading European aircraft man- 
ufacturing countries having a brisk 
export trade. Germany and Italy, 
have pressed their commercial ad- 
vantages in both the transport and 
sales fields. Aircraft shipments are 
not inhibited by a stoppage of ocean 
surface traffic, airplanes can fly to 
a buyer. - 


What "defense" advantage may 


accrue to a nation or combination 
of nations enjoying sales advantages 
on another continent may be open 
to question, but both the army and 
the navy have been concerned with 
the popularity which Italian and 
German airplanes enjoy in several 
South American countries.

New Yark—The.amendments to the Wagner Act now pending in Con- 


gress leave me cold, because none of them gets at the worst defects in a 
law which was hastily and emotionally miscalled labor's Magna Cbarta. 


I contend that if my government' compels me to join a union, which is 


a private organization, it must undertake to protect my rights as an 


American citizen within that organization. Therefore, 
it must be'understood that I designate the union to 
represent me only in collective bargaining with my 
employer. It has no right to commit me on anything 
else. It has no right to endorse any political .ticket, 
platform or candidate, or the WPA, or contribute one 
cent of the money I am compelled to pay as dues, as- 
sessments and fees for any purpose to which I am 
opposed. 


Having made it necessary for me to join a union in 


order to enjoy the privilege of working at my lawful 
occupation, my government must superintend the un- 
ion elections and prosecute those who commit election 
frauds. It must see that the ballot is'kept pure and 
that elections are held exactly as provided by the un- 


Pegler 
ion constitution. 


My union must be made to refrain from mob violence or unlawful har- 


assment, coercion or vandalism, because, obviously, my government has 
no right to herd me into an organization which commits criminal acts. 
Otherwise my government drives me into a life of crime. 


Similarly, my government must compel m# union to observe its con- 


tracts, ' because 'personally I am 
very conscientious about contracts 
and will not be a party to repudia- 
tion or violation of a contract. Not 
only a question of conscience but a 
question of legal liability is involv- 
d here. 
My government has got to abolish 
he taxing power of my union. That 


absolutely must, because, obvi- 


usly, my government has no right 
o force me into a private organiza- 
tion which taxes me. Only my gov- 
rnment has the right to tax me. 
Moreover, the dues, fees and assess-

merits must be regulated by law, be- 
cause it will be remembered that I 
am a member only by compulsion 
of law. 


My governent must provide guar- 


anties that the money which I do 
pay into the union treasury will be 
spent honestly and fully accounted 
for, just as public funds are suppos- 
ed to be spent and accounted for, 
and must prosecute grafters in the 
union for my protection. 


The membership must be, wide 


open to any citizen engaged in the 


trade of. that union without restric- 
tion. This means that if I am a N*> 
fro the union cannot bar me on ae-\ 
count of my color. 
It also means 


that the union cannot close its rolls 
and ekclude new members in order 
to monopolize the existing jobs for 
those who already belong. If the 
government says I must join the un- 
ion in order to exercise my right to 
work, the union must be compelled 
to admit me. On the other- hand, if 
a union.is .exclusive, like the 5ac- 
quet Club or the Union League, as* 
some of them are, 'and equally ex- 
pensive, it has no right to Invoke 
government compulsion under the 
Wagner Act. 


My government must protect me 


from, suspension or expulsion for 
any other cause than, an offense 
against the public laws of the state 
or nation. It cannot permit the un- 
ion to throw me out for criticizing 
its officers, methods or constitution. 
As a citizen, I am allowed to criti- 
cize the officers, methods and con- 
stitution of my state and nation, and 
the same rights must be guaranteed 
as to this minor citizenship in the 
union. 


All this. I am afraid, bespeaks 


rather close supervision of the-un- 
ions by the government, in short, 
something very like a Nazi labor 
front or the Russian system. But 
they can't have the privileges which 
the act confers without assuming 


I appropriate responsibilities, and, be- 
ing private organizations, capable 
of great abuses, they must place 
themselves within reach of the law. 


My government has its faults, but 


still I trust it more than I trust the 
unions, especially in view of Wil- 
liam Green's endorsement of crim- 
inals in positions of power over the 
rank and file.

How to Play Shortstop

Veteran 
baseball 
men 
say ( 
shortstop is the most important 
fielding position. I've bee* a Na- 
tional league shortstop for the 
Chicago Cubs and the New York 
Giants for nine years and I can 
well agree that it's a tough spot. 


I'll try to tell you of some of 


the qualifications a shortstop must 
have and of some of his duties: 


He should be fast and a quick 


starter, adroit at 
fielding 
from 


any position over a1 wide range. 
He should have a strong, accu- 
rate throwing arm and should be 
able to throw underhand, side- 
arm and overhand. 


He makes more long throws 


than any other infielder and cov- 
ers more ground. He races in to 
grab slow rollers and fire them to 
'irst—or he dashes back for pop 
flys. 


Teams With Second-Sacker 


Footwork is important A right- 


handed shortstop must learn to 
field ground balls off his right 
foot. If he is forced to cut deep 
behind second for a grounder he 
must be able to whirl and rifle 
the ball to first. He must back .up 
the 
third 
baseman. 
Sometimes 


when a third sacker makes a stab 
at a ball and misses, the short- 
stop behind him can field it for 
the putout. 


Perfect team work and under- 


standing between the 
shortstop 


and second baseman is necessary 
for double-play success. Starting a 
double play, the shortstop throws 
to' the second 
baseman 
from 


whatever position he fields the 
ball, throwing underhand, side- 
arm 
or 
overhand. 
He 
should 


throw to the second baseman at 
about shoulder height, enabling 
him to pivot sharply for the toss 
to first. 


When t h e ' shortstop himself 


receives a double play throw at 
second, he should get the ball 
about one step away from 
the 


bag, hit the cushion with his piv- 
ot foot and throw. A shortstop 
often must act on Instinct. For 
instance; a deep grounder, through 
the middle drives him behind sec- 
ond and 
a runner 
at 
second 


speeds for third. 
The shortstop 


must make a lightning decision, 
whether to play for the more 
certain putout at first or take a 
chance of catching the advance 
runner. 


BILL JURGES 


Generally, shortstop covers sec- 


ond base on all ground balls hit 
between first and second, on mod- 
erately deep fly baits to the left 
side of second and on all fly balls 
that elude the outfielders to the 
right side of second. Third base is 
covered whenever that baseman 
leaves his position to field fly 
balls. 


Catches Sleepers 
• 


The shortstop is the logical man 


to* catch a runner off second. This 
play should be used only when 
the shortstop is sure the pitcher 
won't throw wild. The shortstop 
can fake two or three darts to 
second and 
then, on a pre- 


arranged 
signal, break 
quickly 


for the bag. take the throw and 
tag the runner. 


On throws to third base from 


the outfield, the shortstop acts as 
cut-off man. On long base hits 
and fly balls deep into the out- 
field, he runs out to act as a relay 
man. 
Other infielders shout to 


him where to throw. 


The shortstop's hardest plays 


come when (a) the batted ball 
bounds 
over 
or 
through 
the 


pitcher's box and (b) when a ball 
is hit to the left of the third base-, 
man and to the shortstop's ex- 
treme right. 


Shortstops 
often 
signal 
out- 


fielders on every pitch, if pos- 
sible, indicating the kind of de- 
livery it is to be. "They also are 
the "talker-uppers," 
guys 
who 


keep the whole infield pepped up 
and on its toes.

Expect Decrease 
In Sow Farrowing 


Wisconsin had a slightly larger 


spring pig crop than was estimated 
for last >car, but the number of 
sows to farrow this fall is expected 
to be less than the number which 
farrowed in the fall of 1939. This 
is the estimate of Walter H. Ebling, 
crop reporting service statistician, 
in a bulletin received by County 
Agent J. F. Magnus. 


Estimates of ^og production are 


based on the annual June livestock 
survey made by the department of 
agriculture in cooperation with the 
post office department. Each year 
rural mail carriers distribute live- 
stock report cards which are filled 
out by thousands of the nation's 
farmers. 


Although the number of sows far- 


rowing in Wisconsin this spring 
was the same as estimated for the 
spring of last year, the number of 
spring pigs raised was about 2 per 
cent larger this year. Wisconsin's 
spring pig crop this year is esti- 
mated at 2,102.000 head, and it is 
the largest crop reported in the 
state since 1926. 


Fewer sows will be bred for fall 


farrowing than last year and des- 
pite the largest spring pig crop in 
14 years, Wisconsin's total pig crop 
for the year probably will be small- 
er than last year's. 


Estimates for the United States 


show that the spring pig crop this 
years was 8 per cent smaller than 
the one in 1939. Only Wisconsin 
and three other states reported lar- 
ger pig crops this year.

ting the thistles vwith it. For most 
effective control. George Briggs. 
state extension agronomist, finds | 
that the cutting should be done) 
when the thistles are in the early 
budding stage. This prevents ^the 
thistles from going to seed and the 
plants arc still tender and imma- 
ture enough for cattle to eat them 
with the grain for hay. If thistles 
are allowed to grow, they will go 
to seed, spreading by wind during 
the season, and will form coarse, 
sticky plants that are very trouble- 
some in the bundles when shocked, 
stacked, or threshed. Cutting grain 
crops as hay is also one of the best 
ways to protect new secdings that 
might otherwise be smothered out 
where weeds 
arc too thick and 


grain lodges. 


If the grain was seeded down to 


alfalfa, 
nothing further need be 


done. If alfalfa has not been seeded, 
the ground may be worked up and 
alfalfa seeded any time up to July 
15. if the season is favorable. It is 
important however, tthat a good 
firm seed bed be prepared in order 
that the young tender plants may 
have contact with the moisture sup- 
ply in the soil below. 


Briggs sees little economy in us- 


ing chemicals against thistles in 
fields as long as alfalfa is proving 
so effective in checking them out. 
The money that otherwise would be 
spent on chemicals might be better 
spent 
on lime and 
alfalfa seed, 


which, besides choking out the this- 
tles, will serve as a good hay crop.

The provisions virt- 
ually are the same as those carried 
out for 1940. 


Walter Katterhenry. chairman of 


the committee, announced that the 
most, important change for 1941 is 
Ihp establishment of a single and 
earlier closing date for the accept- 
ance of applications. The regula- 
tions provide that winter wheat 
producers must apply and pay their 
premium before the crop is seeded 
or by August 31. Those dates are 
two weeks to a month earlier than 
were in 'effect for this year's pro- 
gram.

28 and also wjll be taken at the 
county offices. 


In determining premiums to be 


paid for insurance. Katterhenry ex- 
plains that the wheat yields of the 
year 1939 will be added.
